‘Tt is very 
evident that I have friends here in the shape of fair-minded and ‘honérable men, for the 
sheriff of the county was present, prepared to see ‘fair play,’ while others came armed, 
and took pains to let people see they were ‘heeled,’ and others had shotguns hid away 
close at hand in the event of an outbreak. This was entirely unknown to me until after 
the meeting was over; but I tell you, it was very gratifying information, not de mugh 
because my person was in danger, but because of the evidence it bore of men’s willingness 
to,risk their lives in the cause of right. Such men are worthy the blessing and admiration 
of all good people, irrespective of religious belief. ;
